REPORTS. 
Mr. Baker, from the Committee on Federal Rela­ 
tions, reported Lack favorably Assembly Concurrent 
Resolution No. 19, relative to certain lands in San 
Joaquin county, claimed by Andrus 1*100. 
Mr. Traylor, from the Committee on Claims, re­ 
ported back favorably Assembly Dili No. 2V6—Ap 
Act for the relief of \V. S. Safford ; and Senate Bill 
No. 480—An Act to pay the claim of W. C. Guyrey. 
Mr. Rowell, from the Jo in t Com m ittee ou Hos­ 
pitals, made a lor.g report on the condition of the 
orphan asylums. 
Double the usual num ber of cop­ 
ies of the report were ordered printed. 
Mr. Bi.rt, from the Committee on Public Morals, 
reported back favorably Asm mb'»/ Bill No. 134—An 
Act to amend Section 301 of th s Penal Code, in re­ 
lation to keeping open places of business on Sunday 
Mr. Sears, from the Committee un Corporation*, 
reported back adversely Assembly Bill No. 187—An 
Act to prevent discrim ination by ga3 companies of 
the State of California. 
Mr. J ohnson called for a report from the San 
Francisco delegation ou Senate Bill No. 9—Iu rela­ 
tion to gas corporations. 
Mr. Congee made a report from part of the dele­ 
gation, recommendiug th at the bill bo indefinitely 
postponed. 
Mr. Zcck, from the Committee on Contingent Ex­ 
penses. reported favorably a resolution to pay P. 
K. Stockton $30 for services as reporter of the Com­ 
m ittee ou Elections. 
Adopted. 


APPOINTMENTS. 
The Senate took up the message announcing the 
appointm ent of A. Harloo, George T. Bromley and 
William Young as Port W ardens of the i>ort of San 
Francisco, and unanim ously confirmed the same. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 
Bills were introduced, read first tim e at length 
an<i referred as follows: 
Bv Mi*. West—An Act to amend Section CSS of the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 
[Provides th at franchise» 
may be cttaehed, the same as other propert}.] 
Committee on Judiciary. 
Also, an Act tu amend the Civil Code of the State 
of California by amending Sections 1044 and *29*17, 
and by adding certain 
cut ions thereto. 
[Attach­ 
m ent of franchises.] Committee on Judiciary. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
Mr. West presented a petition from wine-growers 
in Los Angeles county, pra} ing for a law to prevent 
t lie bee men from allowing their bees to interfere 
with the viniculturists. 
Mr. Conger moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the S .nato last night iudefiu tely postponed 
¡Senate Bill No. 414, an Act requiring m anufacturéis 
to stam p i r mark goons. 
The motion w as made the special order fur to­ 
morrow a t 3 P. m . 
Mr. N eumann moved to take up out of order 
Senate Bill No. 430—An Act releasing to Wm. 
Scbolle and his assigns certain lands in San Fran­ 
cisco, and authorizing the Governor tu m ake con­ 
veyance thereof (by Mr. Johnson). 
The motion prevailed, and th e bill was read a sec­ 
ond tim e aud ordered engrossed. 


SECOND READINGS. 
The Senate took up the second reading file as 
fellow s: 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 5—Proposed 
am endm ents to the Constitution, relative to the pay 
of members of the Constitutional Convention (by 
Mr. Baker)—was taken up. 
Mr. West moved to make it the special order for 
April 10th at 3 r. M 
Mr. Baker stronglv opposed the motion. 
He de­ 
sired to have the resolution acted upon speedily and 
as soon os a full Senate could be had. 
Sir W f.>t withdrew the motion, at the request of 
Mr. Baker, in order to allow a vote to be taken ou 
the engrossment of the resolution. 
Mr. Nyk moved to strike ou t the preamble. 
Mr. West opposed the motion. 
The motion prevailed. 
Mr. B a k e r spoke in favor of the adoption of the 
resolution. 
He wanted to pu t the Senate on the 
record. 
He read from the law which convened the 
Constitutional Convention and provided for its or­ 
ganization and the nay of its members, to show that 
it provided th at th e members should only receive 
pay for 100 days. 
The members of that Convention 
had received $10 per day and fixed the pay of Legis­ 
lators at $8 per day. They sat 157 days when they 
were only entitled to pay for 100 days. 
He wanted 
the question of paying these delegates subm itted to 
the people. 
If the people voted to pay them he was 
ready to vote for it. 
He argued th a t it was the i:i- 
teu t of the law calling the Convention, th at the 
members should only be paid for 100 days, and to 
sustain th a t position be cited the debates in the Leg­ 
islature on the ¡inssuge of th at law. 
Mr. II ill opposed the engrossment of the resolu­ 
tion. 
It 1 oked very much like spite on the pari of 
some who had opposed the new Constitution. 
The 
people of the .Sta.o had accepted the work of t! ; 
Constitutional Convcnti n, and they ought to pay 
for it,. 
The Legislature had already passed a bill to 
publish the debates of the Convention, 
i hey were 
willing to make use of their work, b u t not pay 
for it. 
Mr. West also spoke against the resolution. 
He 
held that the people called the Convention, and the 
Legislature was on,y the m achinery to put forth the 
work. Tnc Convention comploted their work, ard 
it wag accepted by the people. A m«>ro patriotic 
and devoted set i»f men than the m em bers »»f th at 
Conv.-i»tir>n never assembled. 
He looked upon this 
resolution as the last flickering kick of an expiring 
enem y to the verdict uf the ¡icople. 
It was simply 
an attem pt at repudiation, which wit? worse than 
AIIsm- ij»pi over a tto rn L d. 
It was an insult to the 
people ’.viio adopted the Constitution 
Air. Chase deprecated debate on a measuro when 
there w. s not a shadew uf a chance of its being 
adopted. 
Mr. S e a r s held th a t under the Constitution this 
resolution was now on its passage, and it would take 
a two-thirds vote to pass it. 
lie read the clause of 
the Constitution, saying th at it should not be con- 
8trucd to prevent the Legislature from paying the 
member.' <>f the Constitutional Convention. 
lie 
disagreed with Senator Baker. 
Th« Convention 
was not bound by the Act of the Legislature calling 
it. The Convention assembled in a sovereign capac­ 
ity, and was bound bv nothing except the pruvA -’ 
ioni of the old Constitution, iu regard to the flam ­ 
ing «T an ew Constitution. 
He did not. believe tbc 
resolution would receive a dozen votes in the Sen:»*o. 
Air. I’ardkk favored the resolution. H e held th at 
some of the rem arks of Senator W est were uncalled- 
fur. 
He believed th at in law nr in equity no mem­ 
ber of the Constitutional Convention was entitled 
to a cent. H e could nut fcc the necesFty of taking 
so much tim e in t e fram ing of the Constitution. 
The first Constitution was framed in sixty days, and 
the people of the átale prospered under it for thirty 
year-*. 
The delegates to the Constitution’ll Conver- 
tion bad no more right to pay alter the 100 days had 
expired than the Legislature would have if they re­ 
main in session more than ICO days. 
He believed 
the question ought to be subm itted to the people. 
Mr. Kane said That personally he believed th at if 
$8 a day was enough for a Senator it was enough for 
a delegate to th e Constitutional Convention, but he 
opposed this resolution because his constituents 
w re in favor of paying the members of the Con 
vent ion $10 per day. 
He prt posed to act in ac­ 
cordance with th e wishes of the people. 
Mr. Conger spoke agaii^t the resolution. 
He de­ 
nied th at tnc people prospered under the old Con­ 
stitution as a people never prospered before. If that 
Constitution had been what it ought to have been 
this átate would be the m ost prosperous in the 
country to-day. One clause in the new Constitution 
had already saved the city of San Francisco $5,000,000 
in restricting special 1 gislation 
It was the best 
Constitution in (he land. 
The spirit of this resolu­ 
tion was a part of the old fight against th e new Con­ 
stitution. 
It was the same spirit th at attem pted to 
prevent the publication of the debates of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention, and thus suppress them . 
Mr. Nyk thought it would be well to pass this res­ 
olution and subm it the question to the people. 
If 
he felt absolutely certain that the people wanted to 
pay the members of the Convention be would vote 
to pay them . Many had accepted the Constitution 
with reservation. 
They were willing to take what 
was bad in the Constitution for the purpose of get­ 
ting what was good ¡n it. This claim of the dek- 
g&tes of the C onstitutionalConveoti n was the same 
as all the c’aims th at had come before the Senate 
and been rejected. 
The Convention was hound by 
the Act of the Legislature culling it. They had no 
right to get pay for any longer time than 100 day». 
Air. N eumann favored the resolution. 
He quoted 
the Enabling Act, as did Air. Baker, and said that 
he could not see how the members of th e Conven­ 
tion could exrect pay after the 100 days under that 
Act. The Convention was to u n d to be governed by 
the Act under which it was organized. 
Air. W est held th at if that was true the people 
nullified th at contract by the adoption of th a t clausa 
in the Constitution which said that nothing in the 
Constitution should be held to prevent the Legisla­ 
ture from paying the per ciem of members for tho 
full 157 days. 
Mr. N e u m a n n said that, if it was not for th e En­ 
abling Act under which the Convention met, ho 
would vote for the pay of these delegates. 
That law 
provided for the compensation of the delegate?, and 
they had no power to raise it. 
Air. H ittkll favored the resolution. 
There wa3# 
nothing in the Constitution that compelled the Leg­ 
islature to pay these delegates. 
It was entirely in 
the discretion of the Legislature, and he would vote 
for this resolution. 
Air. Enos opposed the resolution. 
He favored the 
payment of the delegates. 
He cited the Act alluded 
to, and showed th at the Act only appropriated 
$150,000 to pay 152 members $10 p tr day for 100 
days, and to pay all the other expenses. 
Mr. J ohnson regretted th at he was not well enough 
to speak upon the question. 
He was in favor of the 
resolution. 
The Legislature that passed the en­ 
abling Act did not expect the committee to sit more 
than forty or sixty days. 
It supposed $150,000 
would be ample. The Senator from Los Angeles, 
being an interested party, had shown sublime cheek 
in sh a k in g upon the question in the m anner he had. 
Mr. Baker again spoke in favor of the resolution. 
He disclaimed any spite work in introducing it, and 
thought th at the Senator from Los Angeles had 
used uncalled-for and unparliam entary language. 
Many people who voted for the new Constitution 
were* opposed to paying these delegates for the last 
57 days of the Con mention. 
lie could name many 
such in tsaota Clara county. 
He insisted th at the 
Convention was bound entirely by the enabling Act 
under which the Convention was organized. 
He 
simply wanted th e question subm itted to the peo­ 
ple. 
The roll was called, aud the Senate refused to en­ 
gross the resolution by the following vote : 
Ayes—Baker, Brown, Cheney, Dickinson. George, 
H ilteil, Hudson, Johnson, 
Johnston, Neumann, 
Nve, Pardee, Traylor, Watson, Zuc —15. 
Noes—Anderson, Carieck, Chase, Conger, Davis, 
Enos, Glascock, Harlan, Hill, Kane. Kelly, Lamp- 
son, Langford, Pool, Rowell. Ryan, Sears—17. 
Air. Baker changed his vote frum “ aye ” to 14 no,” 
and gave notice »>l]a motion to reconsider. 
T ee Senate then took the usual recess.

Mr. llRArNiiART said he had the authority of those 
who aught to know fur saying th at the bill was right 
as it stood. 
M \ T yler said if the action of tho Senate was not 
concurred in a Committee of Conference would have 
to be appointed. He simply wished to reconsider to 
save time. 
Mr. Young Slid if the Senate had not interposed 
this am endm ent he should have asked to have it in.

It would simply allow one railroad to absorb all the 
other roads in the State. 
Mr. Maybbll thought the amendment extended to 
the railroads, organized under the laws of Miis State, 
the power to make contracts with one another and 
plaee shackles upon the farm ers and others in this 
State. 
He opposed this. 
Mr. F islaysos thought ♦ his was m aking a moun­ 
tain out of a mo’.e-hill. 
There was no trick m it. 
Mr. May Said th at by this am endm ent a trunk 
line could lease a tributary li»e. 
It was in the in- 
tere-t of every p art of California. 
These feeders 
were run out of the trunk line, and it was the duty 
of the Legislature to provide equitable legislation 
upon this subject. 
Mr. Tyler moved the previous question. 
Sus­ 
tained, and the motion to reconsider was carried; 
ayes 43, noes 30. 
The Senate am endm ent was then concurred in ; 
ayes 4*2, noes 32. 
Committee on Public Lands rei>orted back with 
favorable recommendation Assembly Bill No. 562. 


A DEBRIS RESOLUTION. 
Mr. F elton introduced a concurrent resolution re­ 
lative to m ining debris. 
It stated that, whereas, 
debris has already filled up the beds of the Sacra­ 
m ento river and its tributaries, and hydraulic min­ 
ing seems to be on the increase instead of the de­ 
crease, and threatens to fill up the Sacramento and 
Feather rivers, prevent the navigation thereof, fill 
up the valleys and ultim ately destroy the harbor 
aud bay of San Francisco ; therefore, 
Resolved, That our Representatives in Congress be 
instructed to obtain such legislation as shall provide 
th at in all m ining patent? hereafter issued hydraulic 
m ining shall be prohibited. 
5Ir. M cC a llio k moved to refer the resolution to 
the Committee on Federal Re ations. 
Lost. 
Mr. N elson moved to indefinitely postpone. Lost. 
Mr. Fox offered an am endm ent to add to the reso­ 
lution, 4* unless the owners of such mines shall ¡ire- 
ren t the debris from running into the rivers of the 
State.” Adopted. 
Mr. C a r r of Yuba hoped the resolution would 
not prevail. 
The Republican party had pledged it­ 
self to pass such laws as would prevent any conflict 
between the agricultural and mining interests of 
the State. 
He hoped no such am endm ent would be 
passed. 
Mr. H ardy believed the resolution prem ature. 
It would be unwise to destroy an interest of so 
much importance to the State. 
Mr. F elton said there was nothing in the resolu­ 
tion th at interfered with vested rignts 
It simply 
provided for the future th at the Government in the 
future, in dis osiug of m ineral lands, should not 
dispose of them lor hydraulic mining. 
It proposed 
to interfere with nothing as it a t present existed. 
The R?publicari party could take better care of it- 
seif than the gentlem an on his left (Mr. Carr of 
Y uba). 
Mr. M u lh o lla n d opposed the resolution as an in­ 
jury to the miners. 
Mr. M cI n to sh moved th at the resolution be laid 
on i he table. 
Lost—*yes 85, noes S8. 
Mr Green moved the prev»..us question on the 
adoption of the re olution. 
Sustained, and the 
resolution lost—ayes 36, uovs 36. 


FINAL ADJOURNMENT. 
Mr. Cam ro n offered ft pri vileged r .»s^Uv ion th at 
on (he 13th of April, 1SS0, the Legislature adjourn 
tfinc die. 
Mr. Tyler opposed the resolution. 
He would be 
w illingio give five or ten days if the work could be 
finished in th at time. 
Mr. Caairon had introduced the resolution to test 
tho scr.se of the House.

The trevfous question was called and sustained, 
and the resolution adopted—ayes 47, noes 26.

Assembly refusal 
to reconsider 
the vote by 
which Mr. You g’s am endm ent to Section 20 was 
adopted. 
Air. Chandler offered an am endm ent by striking 
out from the sect.on “ one-thiru” and making ii 
“ owe per cent.” 
Mr. T yler said it had been s ated before the com­ 
m ittee th at the miners were willing to pay liherdly. 
lie ln d also heard a m iner say last evening th at one 
per cent, would cause him to stop mining. 
He 
thought perhaps one p tr cent, was a little steep, bu t 
he was in favor of raising the tax a little. 
Mr. H a RT8(»nJthougl11 the am endm ent was some­ 
thing dike justice. 
It proposed to impose a tax 
upon the num ber of inches of w ater used, and from 
his inform ation the m iners could well aiforil to 
pay it. 
Mr Cook thought the amendment was a ju st one, 
and tUc am ount imposed upon the m iners was not 
too large. Kven with all th at could be done $150,000 
w orth ot damages would be done yearly. 
Mr. T yler called attention to the fact th at the 
State Engineer’s report estim ated the m iner's inches 
u.-ed at 20,000,000. The true am ount was 15,122,000 
A tax of oue per cent, would raise $151,213. 
One- 
third oi one per c n t. w ould raise only $50,600. 
?!«*►. ovkc* said if ail the mines were paying well 
the higher tax could be imposed, but he was ¿ freíd 
one per ceut. would be too high, aud become au 
onerous burden. 
They would also have to pay 
th eir share <>f iho State tax. 
It was not wisdom to 
impose upon the people of the foothills a burden 
they could not bear. 
He opposed an increase of 
over one-third of one per cent. 
Mr. McIntosh said ihe agricultural interest was of 
the first im portance. 
He hoped the am endm ent 
would prevail, and said $150,000 was not too m uch 
for the m ind's to pay. 
Mr. Swxxtund said the mines of Nevada paid a 
tax on $4,000,000. 
If this tax of m e percen t, was 
imposed it would fall upon the m iner who worked 
by the day iu th e long run. 
It was a blow a t an in ­ 
dustrious, intelligent c.ass of workingmen. 
He 
opposed th e tax of one p?r cent. 
Mr. H ermiy favored the am endm ent. 
The m iners 
were destroying the country, and should pay one or 
two 
r cent, if necessary. 
Mr Bennett thought oao per cent, would not be 
an exorbitant tax. 
It am ounted t . one cent upon 
three and a half cubic yards. 
In his substitute he 
hail imposed a tax oí three quarters per cent. 
Mr. Brooks offered an am endm ent of ouc-half of 
one per cent. 
Mr. Maybell favored the am endm ent of Mr. 
Chandler. 
Mr. Chandler said the pressure governing the 
m iner’s inches could be changed. 
If the State pro 
posed to raise a ju st am ount, it could be done with 
no less a tax than Ins amendment gave. 
Mr. N klsox had hoped th at this bill would be ac­ 
cepted as a c uuproraise measure, b at this did not 
seem to be the case. The tax of one per cent, would 
am ount to one-twelfth of the cost of the w ater used 
in the mines. 
Mr. Corcoran was opposed to “ cinching” the 
miners, as ho thought this am endm ent would do. 
This am endm ent would stop the mines, uml be did 
uol wish to do this. 
Mr. Me Dade favored the am endm ent, and thought 
the m iners should jwty the larger proportion of the 
tax. 
Mr. May did not know positively how the tax of 
oue per cent, would work, but he thought it would 
be a heavy burden upon toe miner, and that* the ob­ 
ject «1 the am endm ent was to detach the mini g 
interest from the support of the bill and defeat it. 
It would stop small mines if one per cent, was im ­ 
posed. 
Mr. Matiiews moved as an am endm ent to strike 
out the section and leave the m iners un taxed.

tained, and Mr. Brooks’ am endm ent, imposing a tax 
of one-half of one per cent, on the m iner’s inches of 
w ater used, whs adopted ; ayes ¿5, noes 31. 
Mr. Chandler's am endm ent as amended by Mr. 
Brock? was adopted ; ayes 46, noes *23. 
Mr. Mathews renewed his motion to strike out 
the tn l ire section. 
Mr. McCalliok said tho enemies of the hill had 
voted for the am endm ent to get the j v i vil - e of 
striking out the section. 
lie hoped th e friends oi 
the bill would not allow this to be done. 
Mr. Maybell was in favor of striking out this sec­ 
tion because it was a nominal tax. 
Recess.

The Assembly reconvened at 2 o’clock, the Speaker 
in the chair.

Mr. Mathews moved to strike out Section 23. 
He 
said it imposed a lax upon the lands iu the Sacra­ 
m ento valley th at was bv far too heavy. 
Mr. T yler oppoátd the motion, and said the sec­ 
tion as it 9t-K»J should be adopted. 
Mr. May was in f ivor of retaining the section. 
It 
precluded the possibility of assessing arable land $3 
per acre. 
Mr. Young said the section was a good oue. 
It 
protected the owners of lands uf whatever cU*ss 
fully. 
Mr. Leach thought property on high land should 
pay no extra tax. 
Mr. Mathews’ motion to strike out the section 
was lost. 
Mr. C h a n d l e r offered an am endm ent by which 
owners of forty-acre tracts, or the legal subdivi­ 
sions, could pay their $3 tax at any tim e btfore the 
final payment. 
Mr. Y orso offered a further am endm ent provid-* 
ing that no oue owner should be liable for the pay­ 
m ents due from any other. 
Adopted. 
Mr. Chandler’s am endm ent as

Mr. Leach offered an am endm ent to Section 24, 
providing th at the tax herein provided shall be 
levied for one year, and ot thereafter. 
Mr. Y» UNO said th at it would be ju st as well to 
strike out the enacting clause as to adopt this. The 
Legislature by it was simply saying to Congress that 
it was laying a trap to secure national assistance. 
If the m atter was not settled now there would be a 
vast waste of tim e in future legislation ui>on this 
subject. 
Mr. Anthony favrred the amendment. 
Mr. Yokk said if he believ d this m atter was a 
steal he would act ju st as some of the members 
upon this floor re garding the bill. 
He believed in 
acting in good faith upon the question. 
He thought 
the bill would accomplish good result» and time 
should not be wanted over trivial am endm ents. The 
interests of the State were all involved in this ques­ 
tion and he should support the bill. 
Mr. H ardy thought ii thia work was necessary it 
should be m et in a statesm anlike m anner. 
Why 
lim it the appropriation to one year ? 
Mr. McIntosh favored the amendment. 
Mr. Hartson th A g h t one year was a sufficient 
tim e for a triaJ of the proposed measure. 
Mr. May wished to get to a fir.al vote and see 
w hether gentlemen were so extremely anxious to 
vote for the bill as their many am endm ents would 
indicate. 
The State should grapple with this ques­ 
tion and m aster it, and this could not be done in 
twelve mouths. 
Mr. Brat niiart thought th at the present Legisla­ 
ture should not by this am endm ent enjoin future 
Legislatures from levying a tax for the purpose pro­ 
posed. 
Mr. Tyler said the next Legislature would have 
less time than the present, aud why should this m at­ 
ter be left to them . He hoped th at this am endm ent 
would be voted down. 
Messrs. McDadr and Sinon favored the am end­ 
ment. 
Mr. Corcoran said if a perpetual tax was to be 
levied on the districts, why not impose asim ilar tax 
on tho State? 
The am endm ent should no. be 
adopted.

bad hoped th at conflicting interests could be recon­ 
ciled, bu t it was not right to introduce such propo­ 
sitions. 
Mr. H ardy moved the previ: us question on Mr. 
May’bell’s amendment. 
Sustained, and the am endm ent was lost— ayes 6, 
noes 48.

Mr. Lench’s am endm ent was lost—ayes 25,n«*es 45. 
Mr. McCarty of Lake moved to amend by making 
the State tax one-fortieth of one per cent, instead of 
oue-twentietb.

SIGNERS 
OF THE DECLARATION. 


One of the most remarkable circum­ 
stances attending the fortunes of the sign­ 
ers of the Declaration of Independence was 
the tranquillity in which their lives were 
passed and the late period to which they 
were protracted. 
Most of them lived to a 
good old age, crowned with civil honors be­ 
stowed by the gratitude of the republic, 
and some of them perished by the mere 
decay of the powers oi nature. Of the fifty- 
six who affixed their signatures to that doc­ 
ument, twenty-seven lived to an age ex­ 
ceeding seventy years, and forty to an age 
of sixty. 
Only two of the whole number, 
Gwinnett, of Georgia, who fell in a duel in 
his forty-fifth year, and Lynch, of South 
O rolina, who was shipwrecked in his six­ 
tieth, died a violent death. 
Twenty-one 
lived to the beginning of the present cen­ 
tury, and three were permitted to see the 
great experiment of a representative con­ 
federacy confirmed by the events of fifty 
years. Of all the delegates from New York 
and New England, only one, W hipple, of 
New Hampshire, died at an earlier age than 
sixty. 
Never in the world had the leaders 
in any bold and grand political movement 
more reason to congratulate themselves 
on the issue. 
The exertions and perils of 
their manhood were succeeded by a peace­ 
ful, honored and ripe old age, in which 
they witnessed the happy result of the insti­ 
tutions they had aided in devising, and 
they were gathered in their graves amid 
the regrets of the generation which was in 
its cradle when they laid the foundation of 
the republic.

A NEW VIEW. 


T iE 
PEOPOSAL TO 
STOP 
MINING. 
HYDRAULIC 


Deride d!y tho most novel and original 
view of the inter-oceanic canal scheme in 
its relation to the Monroe doctrine is em­ 
bodied ia the resolution introduced by 
C ongressman Robertson tlie other day, 
and the text of which we yesterday printed. 
The argument of the resolution is that the 
cutting of a tide-water canal across the 
Isthm us of Panama would change the 
course of the Gulf Stream, and by de­ 
flecting it from England so alter the cli­ 
m ate of that country as to destroy its 
habitability 
and 
commerce, and 
thus 


“ freeze out the English speaking nation.” 
The interest of the United States in pre­ 
venting such an event is not based upon 
any sentim ental considerations by Mr. Kob- 
eitson, but upon the sordid circumstance 
that “ the United States would thereby 
“ lose 
its 
chief 
fereign 
market, 
“ which 
could 
not be counterbalanced 
“ by 
the 
new 
markets 
opened 
by^ 
“ the interoccanic canal.” And the animus" 
of the French in urging the construction of 
the canal is lucidly indicated in the declar­ 
ation “ that we emphatically reaffirm the 
“ Monroe doctrine, and that we w ill bring 
“ it to bear against the inhuman designs of 
“ Prance in thus attem pting to destroy her 
“ chief European rival and injure the com- 
“ merce of the United States.” 
A fter this 
it would be almost superfluous to seek any 
other explanation of the affair. 
But upon 
what a slender thread does the prosperity 
of England hang, as viewed by the light of 
Mr. Robertson's brilliant geuiu3 ! 
Should 
the 
U nited States ever 
quarrel 
with 
h r, and war be threatened, the pride 
and glory of the historic isle may be 
brought low at any tim e by cutting that 
terrible canal across the Isthmus. 
It 
is to 
be feared 
that 
tho 
Irish 
w ill 
seek to make this a political issue, in fact, 
and that nobody will be deemed eligible to 
go to Congress hereafter who is not pledged 
to vote for the construction of the canal, 
the Monroe doctrine to the confr-uy not­ 
withstanding. 
And 
who vi.n -.i 
¡.ave 
thonght that M. de Lesseps was 
wicked 
and inhuman a man a3 to seek the perdition 
of* Albion under the plausible guise of a 
general benefaction. 
Surely it is an evil 
generation in which we live, and were it 
not for the keen and farseeing intelligence 
■which such splendid minds as Mr. Robert­ 
son's bring to bear upon tho crafty and 
sinister projects of abandoned engineers 
and people, it is impossible to say where 


all this would end. 


MR. 
EDISON AGAIN. 


Mr. Eilison is to the front again, but not 
in connection with the electric light. That, 
w ith all its maguiflcent possibilities, he 
would seem to have abandoned, at least for 
the tim e, and it is said that he has now 
discovered a mode of separating gold from 
tailings by electricity. 
W e are sorry to 
have to say that Mr. Edison’s inventions 
are no longer good currency. 
After the 
public experience of the electric light busi­ 
ness no new di-'oovtry w ill be accepted 
w ithout very much better credentials than 
are( here offered. In the matter of the elec­ 
tric light it has been shown that Mr. Edi­ 
son proceeded so unscientifically as to re­ 
main in ignorance of what previous experi­ 
menters had done, until the very end of his 
researches, and his best-advertised ideas 
turn out to have been after all no more 
than rediscovered failures. 
After this it 
would be absurd to take for granted any­ 
thing that is reported about his investiga­ 
tions. If he has really discovered anything 
im portant it w ill speak for itself, but until 
it speaks for itself we m ust decline to put 
the least faith in what is said by his jour­ 


nalistic trumpeters. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


The Assembly yesterday by a tie vote 
rejected Mr. Felton’s joint resolution call­ 
ing upon Congress to adopt such m;-a9ures 
as would result in the comjdete stoppage ; 
of hydraulic mining, but the vote in favor j 
of the proposition wa3 so large as to make 
j 
it apparent that such a course is not re- ¡ 
garded as undeserving of consideration. 
The manifestation of this sentiment, how­ 
ever, only serves to contirm the belief that 
by no means sufficient thought has been 
given to the momentou3 issues which are 
bound up w ith the debris question, and 
that many members are more disposed to 
solve the Gordian knot by cutting it than 
by patiently working out an adjustment 
which would secure the greatest general 
good xvith the least sacrifice of important 
interests. 
The proposition to stop h y­ 
draulic m ining is naturally one of the 
first ideas suggested by the most superfi­ 
cial examination of the subject. 
It is one 
which appears w ith the largest justifica­ 
tion in the mouths of the actual sufferers 
from the flow of debris. 
It is the remedy 
which Yvould have to be applied if .tlie 
State should refuse to interest itself in the 
case between miners and fanners, unless 
the former could undertake to keep the 
debris out of the streams and the valleys. 
But the interest of tho State mu3t of 
necessity he opposed to any such settle­ 
ment of the question, for miners and farm­ 
ers are alike members of one common­ 
wealth, and each industry contributes to 
the prosperity and well-being cf all. 
The 
farmers may, therefore, be warranted in 
demanding the application of the most 
prompt and direct remedies, but the repre­ 
sentatives of the State can have no justi­ 
fication for taking the same grounds. 
It 
is their function and duty to conserve the 
rights of a ll: to protect the miners as nx 11 
as the farmers ; to devise methods by which 


the lands of the latter may be protected 
without necessitating the ruinof the former. 
The extinction of the hydraulic mining 
interest would 
involve the elimination 
of a \'ery important source of wealth 
to the State. 
It would even injure the 
farmers directly, for numbers of them find 
their readiest and best market in the 
mines at present. 
In fact the stoppage 
of hydraulic mining would be the laziest 
and most inefficient way of treating the 
whole question, for it would involve a 
confession of incapacity to devise any 


compromise whereby the scores of millions 
of property concerned could be saved to 
the State. 
To ask Congress to extinguish 
the only practicable mode of working a 
large percentage of the gold-bearing gravel 
and cement ledges of the State, would be 
a fatuous policy, and to do this in full 
view of the fact that a perfectly feasible 
remedy for the debris has been proposed, 
would stamp the advocates of such a 
course as legislative failures of the most 
hopeless kind. 


The difficulties of this question arc in 
them selves 
by no 
means 
insuperable. 
W hat has caused it.to present so perplex­ 
ing an appearance is the general ¿¡¿inclina­ 
tion to study the facts seriously. 
To those 
who have mastered the details the most 
striking characteristic of all tho debates 
had on the subject must have appeared 
the common inability ta view it from a 
comprehensively 
intelligent 
standpoint. 
The duty of members is not obscure. They 
are under obligations to find a middle 
course between the two extremes. 
There 
are those who are in favor of stopping hy­ 
draulic m ining at once and forever. 
There 
are others who are for letting the debris 
IIoyv without any check whatever. 
The 
Legislature must 
steer 
between these 
equally impracticable and 
unstatesman­ 
like courses, and m ust protect both inter­ 
ests on the most equitable basis that can be 
found. 
If there were no question but that 
of stopping the debris the whole matter 
might be relegated to the Courts, and it is 
quite probable that in that case injunc­ 
tions would ultim ately be obtained to put a 
stop to hydraulic mining. 
But in such an 


event the result would injure the State, 
and therefore the State is bound to find a 
remedy xvhicli w ill dispense w ith such ex­ 
treme measures. 
This is the foundation ot 
State policy in the matter, and a due ap­ 
prehension of the nature of the State’s 
interest in the subject ought to suggest 
the logical necessity of adopting such a 
compromise as the Young substitute em­ 
bodies. 
So little have members examined 
the matter, however, that the other day it 
was gravely proposed to pass a statute giv­ 
ing the farmers the right to sue the miners. 
It was not realized that the farmers have 
that right already, and that they have 
already acted upon it, but it seemed to be 
thought that the issue couhl he got rid of 
by recurrence to the very method whose 
practical failure has done somuch to induce 
farmers to support other remedies during 
the piresent session. 
If the question rvas 
left to the Courts they might in time settle 
it, but they would do so w ithout any re­ 
gard to the interests of the community, 
and that is the principal reason why a 
legislative settlem ent is preferred. 
If, 
however, at this stage of the discussion 
members dc not recognize the extent and 
gravity of the State’s interest iu the issue, 
we fear that it would be useless to attempt 
any further elucidation of the subject. 


The fiercest political campaign of the 
present century is being fought in Great 
Britain and Ireland at present, and a3 yet 
it is impossible to gather any trustworthy 
indications concerning the outcome. 
The 
Liberals arc making a most energetic can­ 
vass, Lut the Conservatives display a fully 
equal determination, and though Mr. Glad­ 
stone is very sanguine, it does net appear to 
a dispassionate observer that the Liberal 
programme has much advantage over that 
of the Conservatives. 
The Liberals are 
indeed being seriously damaged by the 
course of Parnell and other Home Rulers, 
who insist on opposing Liberal candidates 
in several instances, becau^ they have not 
consented *to pledge them selves on Irish 
issues. 
The Conservatives derive from the 
evident Liberal tendency tai truckle to the 
Home 
Rulo 
party, 
a 
formidable 
ad­ 
vantage, 
for 
the 
obstructive 
tactics 
of 
the 
Home 
Rulers 
in 
the 
House 
of 
Commons 
have 
embittered 
public 
sentiment 
in 
Englaud 
against 
them, 
and it is a good Conservative charge just 
now to accuse their opponents of having 
sold out to the Irish agitators. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone, it is trne, has been meeting with his 
usual success at his numerous meetings in 
Midlothian, but the enthusiasm his elo­ 
quence arouse3 is not a safe criterion of the 
popularity either of his party or his policy, 
and there are some very serious objections 
to the latter which w ill certainly influence 
votes powerfully. 
The idea that what 
has been called “ Jingoism " has no deep 
roots in the English mind of the period, 
does not appear well founded, to begin 
with. 
The troth would rather seem to be 
that the Imperialist policy of which Lord 
, Beaconstield is the chief representative, is 
really dear to the hearts of the British 
masses, 
and that 
they 
are 
strongly 


impressed 
with 
the 
desirability 
of 
what is called a strong foreign policy. 
IIow rtal this feeling is may be gathered 
from the very recent refusal of the Bar- 1 
cness Burdett-Coutts to contribute to a ! 
Liberal campaign fund, on the ground that 
she believed the country stood in need of 
such a policy, and did not believe the Lib­ 
eral party was 
prepared to supply it. 
There can be no question that a great 
many Englishmen are afraid of Mr. Glad­ 
stone in this connection, or that they have 
reason for their apprehension. 
It is in­ 
contestable that he has on several occa­ 
sions advocated a line of policy abroad 
which would have seriously damaged the 
standing and influence of the couutry, and 
Yvhich in the present condition of conti­ 
nental politics might easily have had still 
more disastrous consequences. 
A t a time 
when M ight makes Right all over the 
Continent of Europe more emphatically 
than ever before; 
when all the great 
powers confront one another in arms, and 
a collision may be precipitated at any mo­ 
ment ; when wisdom and justice count for 
nothing unless they are backed by the 
purse and the sword ; it may easily be un­ 
derstood that 
thoughtful Britons doubt 
the expediency of iutrusLing the helm of 
rítate to hands which seem so infirm of 
purpose where foreign relations are in ques­ 
tion. 
Tiiis constitutes Gladstone’s weak­ 
ness, and the weakness of his party ; this, 
anil the belief that he meditates inore radi­ 
cal legislation in regard to Ireland, and 
perhaps more in regard to England,*than 
he lias yet proposed. 
The Conservative 
tendency, in fact, is very strong yet, and 
while the Liberals w ill undoubtedly make 
some gains at the coming elections, it is by 
no means clear that they have before them 
any pronounced or sweeping victory.

SUH SPOTS AND EPIDEMICS. 


Mr. Ernest Cushing has recently been 
doing his best to destroy the peace of mind 
of the community, by an elaborate paper 
demonstrating the intim acy of the connec­ 
tion between sun-spot cycles and epidemics. 
H e has traced back all the sun-spot cycles 
Yvhich are recorded with any authenticity, 
and has convinced him self that they recur 
at intervals of about eleven and a half years, 
and that the occurrence of their maxima is 
always correspondent to the appearance of 
serious epidemics or telluric convulsions. 


A s Mr. Cushing makes it out that 1881 will 
he the next sun-spot maximum period, 
it Yvill be perceived that he holds out 
a 
very 
unsatisfactory prospect to the 
public, and it is the mere unpleasant 
because his conclusions appear to be well 
founded. 
The connection between the 
sun-spots and 
disturbances 
of 
various 
kinds on this earth is not indeed a new 
conception, having been entertained more 
or less fully by many scientific observers 
for a considerable period. 
The fact that 
the sun-spots occur in cycles has of course 
long been familiar to astronomers, hut Mr. 
Cushing has been the first to attem pt the 
establishm ent of a close connection be­ 
tween epidemics and sun-spot». 
Hecker, 
indeed, in his history of epidemics in the 
middle ages, propounds a rather vague 
theory about the coincidence of telluric 
disturbances w ith the outbreaks of such 
diseases, 
but 
it seems 
m ost 
probable 
that he regarded them as due to some 
change in the magnetism of the earth. 
N othing is more plausible than the theory 
that radical and extensive changes in tiie 
condition of the planet from whose emana­ 
tions all life on this earth springs, may 
affect the status of mundane existences, 
either 
beneficially cr harmfully. 
The 
coincidence of sweeping epidemics xvith 
the 
maximum 
manifestation 
of 
the 
phenomena wc call sun-spots, may there­ 
fore be justly regarded as indicating a 
probable, if not a positive, connection be­ 
tween the two. 
It is true that even if the 
certainty of the coincidence could he estab­ 
lished we should not have gained much, 
since the means of averting or stopping 
epidemics would be as far off as ever. 
It 
is always, however, better to be on a right 
track thaa on a wrong one, and it must be 
remembcr.il that some of the m ost service­ 
able discoveries of science have been made 
while in pursuit of investigations which ap­ 
peared to the world to have no practical 
bearing. 
M eantime it is proper to point 
out that 1881 threatens to be, according to 
Mr. Cushing, a particularly bad year, be­ 
ing not only on tlie regular cyclical pro­ 
gramme, but deriving special m alignity 
from a centennial recurrence of disastrous 
tendencies which ha3 been observed during 
several hundred years, and of which the 
last manifestation occurred in 17S1. 
On 
the whole, therefore, it will be the part of 
wisdom to make the best possible use of 
the present year, and to prepare for that 
“ rainy day ” which the proverb has im­ 
mortalized. 


THE JESUITS IN FRANCE. 


The Jesuits appear to be very near the 
end of their tether in France, and though 
seme Ultramontane journals have inti­ 
mated that they cannot be expelled with­ 
out producing convulsions, we apprehend 
no difficulty of the kind. 
The Jesuits 
have nothing to learn regarding experi­ 
ences of this kind, for they have been at 
various tim es expelled from aimost every 
country in Europe, and from France sev­ 
eral times. 
Should they Hud. it no longer 
possible to stay there they' w ill go quietly, 
and they w ill as quietly await their oppor­ 
tunity to return. 
They have been grad­ 
ually acquiring an educational influence 
which they knoxv to be the most useful for 
their purposes, and no dou^t they will 
resign their vantage gvound with extreme 
reluctance, but still xxithout 
fruitlessly 
prolonging their resistance. 
They w ill 
then go to Spain and ftaly anti Belgium 
and the United States ; very probably to 
the latter by preference, as to a country 
where the fancied security of the people 
causes them to despise precautions, and 
thus afford the amplest opportunities for 
the preparation of the educational cam­ 
paign. 
France has decided that Jesuit 
teaching 
shall 
cease, 
and 
the 
de­ 
bates which resulted in this conclusion 
certainly embodied sufficient arguments for 
the justification of 
that policy. 
The 
affair, however, is merely an episode, and 
not au epochal event, for France has not 
yet reached a stable condition in any de­ 
partment of Government, or any branch of 
State policy, and it would be rash to pre­ 
dict a continuance of the new state of 
things even for a twelvemonth.

in certain Eastern papers asserts that he ih- 
ciiued the appointment as one of the Treaty 
Commissioners, and accepted his appointment 
as Minister only upon conditions that he 
should not be hampered by any policy of the 
Administration, nor be instructed xvhat terms 
to accept: hut on the contrary that he should 
he allowed to conform bis official action to 
his own viexvs of xvnat was just and desirable.

S an F rancisco, Mar^h 30th.—A t half­ 
past 10 o’clock this morning the total vote of 
the city was 14,685 against 19,614 at the same 
hour of the State election last September. 
This indicates a light vote, which is generally 
to be considered favorable to Lye W orking­ 
men’s party. 
On the other hand it is a 
noticeable fact that, as compared with the 
same hour last election day, heavy Citizens’ 
wards, such 
as the 
Sixth, Eighth and 
Twelfth, have cast a larger relative vote 
than 
the 
Seventh, 
Ninth, Tenth and 
Eleventh, which 
are the 
Workingmen’s' 
strongholds. The Workingmen claim that 
between 12 and 1 they will swell their record 
materially. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
S an F rancisco, Mtfrch 30th.—An analysis 
of the vote up to “12:30 shows that while 
strong Citizens’ wards are voting d|) to with­ 
in from one-eighth to one-sixth of their vote 
at the same hour last September, the Work­ 
ingmen’s precincts are from one quarter to 
one-thitd behind.

[TIIIUD DISPATCH.] 
S an F rancisco, March 30th.—A t 12:30 
the vote cast was 18,8-15, or about 8,000 short 
of the vote at the same hour at the last elec­ 
tion. 
A t this rate less than 35,000 votes will 
be polled. The probability is that a light 
vote will favor the Workingmen. 
Owing to a difference in the tint of the pa­ 
per, the character of the ballots can be known 
as they lie in the boxes, aud those who have* 
been on the watch claim that the Citizens’ 
Union ticket is ahead even in some strong 
Workingmen’s precincts. 
There Í3 not much talk of scratching, 
though more or less is being done. 
Thus far the election has been the quietest 
ever held in this city. 


[FOURTH DISPATCH.] 
S an F rancisco, Marcia 30th.—The total 
vote of the city, except two small outside 
precincts, is 30,667. Since noon the W ork­ 
ingmen’s wards have pulled up somewhat, 
and at the close it is found that nearly all the 
wards are about uniformly 25 per cent, be­ 
low the vote of last September. 
The Tenth, 
a strong Workingmen’s precinct, has fallen 
somewhat short of that, proportion, and the 
Twelfth, an equally stroMg < iitizens’ ward, 
runs a little over. There seems to be a gen­ 
eral belief that the Citizens’ Union have 
elected all their candidates, although the out­ 
look is less favorable, reasoning from the 
totals of’the various wards, than earlier in 
the day. 
[FIFTH DISPATCH.] 
San F rancisco, March 30th.—The Work­ 
ingmen have filed a protest against counting 
the ballots of the Citizens’ Union ticket, on 
account of a difference in tint, claiming that 
their own ballots were printed on legal paper, 
obtained from the Secretary of State, while 
the ballots of their opponents are not in con­ 
formity with the law, differing in color, 
weight and texture of the paper. 


[SIXTH DISPATCH.] 
S an F rancisco, March 30th.—Much com­ 
ment is excited by the variation before noted 
in the ballot paper. It is known that men 
have been stationed at polling places during 
the day to take notes of the color of the bal­ 
lots and persons voting them, and the W ork­ 
ingmen charge that the Citizens' Union put 
up the job purposely to enable them to ex­ 
ercise a surveillance over the voters in viola­ 
tion of the election laws. One of them is 
that an employe of the Secretary of State’s 
office was made use of to secure the desired 
difference in ballot paper. Thare seems good 
ground for a contest over the matter, and 
many hold that the ballots not in acordance 
with the law can be thrown out, giving the 
election to the Workingmen.

Fruit-growere’ Association, held on March 
24th, has already been noticed as a grati­ 
fying success. 
A correspondent of the 
ILe iORD-Uniox a t that place, referring 
again to the exhibition and sending us 
samples of the exhibits for critical exam­ 
ination, speaks of the fair as an “ unex­ 
ampled success,” and there is every reason 
to believe this enthusiastic verdict to be 
justified. 
The harvest feast astonished 
even the residents, and showed w hat the 
remarkable results of five years of good 
work 
are 
in California. 
One 
of the 
pleasing 
features 
.of 
the 
affair 
was 
the 
graceful 
speech 
of 
Mr. 
Berry, 
in 
which 
he 
detailed 
the 
origin 
and plan of operations 
of the cqjouy 
of Pasadena. 
rl he severe w inter of 1873 
in Indiana led a number of citizens of that 
State to resolve to seek a climate where 
hay fever was less known and quinine not 
a requisite diet. 
Tho majority decided on 
coming to Southern California, and Mr. 
Berry wife sent on to spy out the land, who, 
in the name of Thomas Croft, jmrchased 
the half interest of Dr. John S. Griffin in 
the Mancho San Pascual. 
Mr. Croft con­ 
veyed in turn to the San Gabriel Orange 
Grove Association. 
The location of toe 
land is SÜ0 feet above the sea level, aud is 
sheltered on the north by the Sierra 
Madres, on the west by the Verduga moun­ 
tains and oa the south by the Mission 
range. 
The 
soil 
was 
found 
to 
be 
porous, 
warm 
and 
generously 
reten­ 
tive of moisture, w ith a sunny exposure 
and good drainage, and well adapted to the 
cultivation of grain and all northern and 
semi-tropical fruits. 
“ The sea breeze,” 
said Mr. Berry, “ which iiowsfrom west to 
east for five months in the year, leaves the 
ocean in V entura county and passes over 40 
miles of low, bushy 
mountains before 
reaching Pasadena, where it arrives full of 
soft odors from evergreen shrubs, and laden 
with ethereal balsam and animating oxygen 
for the invalid, aud w ith comfort and cheer 
for 
those 
in 
robust 
health.” 
The 
name 
Pasadena 
is derived from the 
peculiar situation of 
the lands 
which 
command a view of the valley of San 
Gabriel, and is hence called “ Pasadena,” 
which, in the Algonquin language, means 
“ CrowiLzjf the Valley.” 
By judicious de­ 
velopment the springs of water on the 
tract were made the common property of 
the colonists. 
A stock company was 
formed, w ith a capital stock of 200 shares, 
each share representing an ownership of 
one two-huudredth part of all the land and 
water. 
This principle has been faithfully 
carried out, and by it each stockholder lias 
been enabled to obtain his proportionate 
share of water without subm ittingtotheex- 
actionsof a w ater company. “ This colony,” 
added 
the 
speaker, 
“ is 
the 
only 
one 
where 
a 
Jand-owner 
is 
also 
a w ater owner.” 
The colony, he went 
on to 9ay, was organized on a m utual plan, 
free from speculation or favoritism, every 
shareholder getting land at the same price 
and w ithout premium or competition. The 
officers have served w ithout fee or salary, 
and the Association’s expenses have thus 
been kept a t the minimum, and honesty 
and efficiency have been secured. 
Mr. 
Berry added that the successful manage­ 
ment is to be largely credited to the 
“ excelleut judgment of Messrs. Calvin 
Fletcher, H. 0 . Porter, R. S. Eaton, 
Colonel Banbury and W. T. Clapp. 
To 
their clear «judgment, thoughtful and care­ 
ful consideration ami disinterested ser­ 
vices, Pasadena to-day owes much of its 
prominence. ’ 
The speaker concluded with 
this peroration : 
“ When struggling with 
suffering and 
disease in the A tlantic 
States, with every step a burden and every 
breath a pain, tLeru sometimes came to 
your humble servant a ’.isioa of a fair land 
of song-birds and sunshine, where winds 
were tem perate, and rare, and tornadoes 
and typhoons unknown ; 
where flowers 
and fruits were perpetual, and the sweet 
air brought color to the faded cheeks, 
light to the hungry eye1», and strength to 
the wasted frame ; while the deep, rich 
soil responded to the eifdearments of culti­ 
vation w ith a bountiful blessing. 
The 
vision strengthened to a hope, but hardly 
became as substantial as an expectation.’ 
But to-day the vision and the hope are 
transm uted into reality, and before me 
stands peerless Pasadena, with orchards 
blushing at the smile of the sun, vineyards 
more rich than those of Eschol, clad in 
einerahl robes and decked with bridal 
blossoms which the golden orange has- 
brought to h<»r coronation, and the vision 
is rounded and completed.

lish “ and other species of Gadus.” 
The 
following are the species of fish from which 
the oil is obtained : 
The codfish, the pol­ 
lock, the coal-fish, the turbot, the ling and 
the dorse. 
The chemical substances which 
cod-liver oil is found to chntain are tnar- 
garic, stearic and cetylic acids, all of which 
are white solids; oleic acid and volatile 
acids, which are liquids ; glycerine and 
biliary matters, and graduine. 
These are 
shown in the relative proportions in which 
they exist in the oil. Besides these bodies, 
cod-liver oil contains minute quantities of 
iodine, bromine and phosphorus. 
To each 
of these its medicinal properties have been 
referred, but the minute quantities con­ 
tained in the oil, the difference of opinion 
among authorities, and the fact th at other 
animal oils are found to produce similar 
effects, are regarded as proving sufficiently 
that cod-liver oil is useful chiefly as an 
easily’ digested fat. 


R e l a tio n o f M eteo ro lo g t to P u b lic 
H e a l t h .—Some more recent deductions 
with reference to the rotation. of meteor- 
ologyto public health, as deduced from the 
¡ study, of weekly m ortality and weather 
; returns for all the large towns in the British 
Islands, have been brought to the attention 
of the Philosophical Society, Glasgow, by 
Dr. Buchand. 
H e show’s th at diarrhoea 
and British cholera on the one hand, and 
dysentery and Asiatic cHolera on the other, 
form themselves into two distinct groups. 
The prominent phases in the annual prog­ 
ress of whooping cough and scarlet fever 
agree even to minute details, year after 
year, for th iity years. 
Dr. Buchand in­ 
fers that there is something connected with 
the weather of spring which tends to re­ 
duce the m ortality from scarlet fever, but 
something connected with the late autum n 
weather under which this diseaae attains 
its maximum fatality.

severity of whooping cough occurs early in 
spring—its minimum in autumn.

Cubic Capacity of the Skull.—Of all 
the measurements by which the difference 
can be determined between the human 
skulls of one race and another, the most 
im portant is now believed to be that which 
gives the cubic capacity of the great cavity 
of the skull wherein is contained the brain. 
I pon this basiiforne interesting investiga­ 
tions have beeii made. 
Among other facts 
ascertained is that relating to a race of 
long, llat-headed people on the west coast 
of Africa, who exhibit the largest average 
• 
i 
s 
capacity of any human heads yet exam­ 
ined. 
The Laplanders and Esquimaux, 
though a very small people, have very 
large skulls, the litte r giving an average 
measurement of 1,546. 
The lower grades 
of English skulls show a size or capacity of 
1,542; 
the inhabitants of the Canary 
islands, 1,498 ; the Japanese, 1,486 ; the 
Chinese, 1,424 ; the Italian, 1,475 ; the an­ 
cient Egyptians, 1,464 ; the true Polyne­ 
sians, 1,454; negroes of various kinds, 
1.377 ; tlie Kaffirs, 1.34S; Hindoos, 1,306. 
Tho Australian aborigines give one of the 
smallest averages, namely, 1,283; and the 
Andamanese, a very dim inutive people, 
show only 1,220. 
A comparison between 
the skulls of sixty-three men of various 
races aud of twenty-four women showed 
tlie ratio of the woman’s skull to the man’s 
to be as 854 to 1,000.

THE WASHERWOMEN'S FET2 AND TEE 
CHILDREN’S HOLIDAY. 


Art 
Blunders—The Case of Hartmann, 
the NihillEt—An Ambitions 021- 
clal — Dumas—Notes. 


Paris, March 8, 18S0. 
Forty days of fasting and prayer prove 
a long and dreary pilgrimage to the right­ 
eous, and a repose on the oasis of mi 
caremt permits them to partake of those 
delights to which frail human nature is 
readily inclined. 
M i careme is the breath­ 
ing space between prayers and austere de­ 
votion, and the strict followers of severe 
rites hail its appearance as the dawn which 
succeeds a night of gloom. 
The devoted 
grasp this respite like tired soldiers a day 
of rest, and those who pray not are equally 
glad to enjoy a day’s frolic. 
It may there­ 
fore be said that on this occasion Paris 
dons her fete dress and plunges into the 
vortex of pleasure with all the frenzy of a 
regular carnival. 
M i carente is the fete of 
the Umchiw-VM-*, and has been claimed 
exclusively by them until late years, when 
the different merchants of the Hailes (large 
markets and store-houses adjoining) have 
made their triumphal car follow ttiose of 
the 
FAIR WASHERS AND IRONERS. 
All the remains of the carnival are to be 
found in the mi cireme for the blanchin- 
teiues are a large society, and if not rich 
their combined purses and united pride 
permit them to give an air of splendor to 
their exhibition. 
Each y iar a queen is 
chosen among them, and is placed on a 
throne in the center of a large trium phal 
car, attired in royal robes and surrounded 
by all her court. 
On this occasion there is 
all absence of wash-tubs, hot water and 
the perfume of soap, for these busy wash­ 
ers and ironers appear as so njany butter­ 
flies on their exit from their chrysalis. 
They represent princesses, fairies and other 
beauties belonging to all ages and all climes, 
and their costume* are often both rich and 
elegant. 
The public do not hesitate to 
crowd the sidewalks for the express pur­ 
pose of watching them pass by, and the 
fury for advertising having taken posses­ 
sion of the entire civilized world, many 
persons profit by this occasion to dress up 
a fantastic wagon, bearing the address of 
their cafe3 or brasseries, and place therein 
even more fantastically dressed women, 
who, on account of their light costumes, 
appear for all the world like the ballet dan­ 
cers of the opera out on a spree. 
Since this day of dissipation finishes at 
12 o’clock at night, the festivities begin the 
evening before, the dancing commencing 
only at 12 o’clock and lasting until morn­ 
ing. This is more particularly 


THE CHILDREN’S HOLIDAY, 
And all parties, masked balls and enter­ 
tainments are given in 
the children’s 
ames, which, after all, is only a sham, for 
he poor little thing», growing tired and 
sleepy, before the fun really begins, are 
hustled off to bed, and the grown-up folks 
have all the merriment to themselves. 
These children’s balls are always fancy 
dress parties, when the custom is la riyueur. 
Even during the day scarcely a little one 
is to be seen w ithout at least a fancy cap or 
hat and gay ribbons attached to the dress. 
The whole family turn out to promenade 
these fancy-dressed youths ou the boule­ 
vards, and as carriages drive by there is 
usually to be seen stowed aw a)' in a corner 
a little fairy, peasant or knight. Tne chil­ 
dren certainly enjoy it all, but it is safe to 
state that they are much encouraged by 
older people, who are glad of an excuse to 
give way to their own exuberant spirits. 
Before the year is half over every one 
becomes anxious and expectant about the 
coming salon—that is, artists, all their 
friends, and all those interested in art. Mr. 
Turquet, the “ Sous Secretaire aux Beaux 
A rts,” since lie has been in otliee ha3 been 
possessed of a wild ambition to elevate 
art, and not decided about how to beuin, 
has thought seriously of turning everything 
upside down so as to begin over new. 
H e 
owes his position to the fact principally 
th at he is an excellent judge of a painting, 
and he has materially increased his fortune 
by buying works of young artist3 whose 
m erits were later acknowledged by all, and 
whose pictures afterward commanded high 
prices. 
His knowledge evidently stop3 
there, for his executive ability Í3 very ques­ 
tionable. 
The papers for a long-time ware 
filled with resolutions to be proposed by 
him, aud many were led to believe that the 
“ Sous Secretaire aux Bsaux A rts” was 
going to perform won irons deeds, but, on 
close examination, it was foundpthat the 


REVOLUTION IN ART 
IVas unwarranted and one calculated, to 
overturn the good to be placed by some­ 
thing not even passable. 
Mr. Turquet 
succeeded by one stroke of his pen in up­ 
setting the equilibrium of all the painters, 
toppling them over from their stools, dash- 
i lg their brushes aside, and throwing their 
hands in the air aud causing them to send 
forth 
such 
piercing 
shrieks of rage 
and iudiguatiou as 
only an enraged 
painter 
can 
produce. 
The 
whole 
of it was that Mr. Turquet proposed to 
place during the exposition of the salon all 
the pictures of the same genre subject 
in the same room, so as to facilitate the 
s arch of the different pictures by the pub­ 
lic. 
Then the artists cried, “ Do we paint 
pictures for the public to walk up and place 
their lingers on them, like figures in a lotto 
game ? ” And then what a sight—all the 
ptujtajes in one room ; it would be enough 
to give one an indigestion of the country, 
and ruin all the hotel-keepers at both the 
sta-shore and watering places. 
And then 
all the portraits in one room—horrible ! 
particularly on reflecting that they are 
mostly the portraits of fat, ugly old women, 
who all seemed possessed with an ardent 
ambition of figuring at the salon, ami pay 
artists a very high price for this privilege. 
As the artists all cried out in concert, their 
voices were heard far and wide, and Mr. 
Turquet was obliged to withdraw his prop­ 
osition before the clamor of public opinion.

A POLITICAL ORDEAL 
Of considerable importance. 
I t is gener­ 
ally believed, not only by foreigners but 
by many Frenchmen, th at France has de­ 
generated and is rapidly on the decline to­ 
ward* moral weakness aud an extinction of 
those qualities which command respect 
from others. 
This supposition came near 
being realized, particularly as the spirit of 
arbitrariness still exists^throughout this 
ancient monarchy, and goes to prove the 
danger of placing too much power in the 
hands of one frail human being. 
Mr. An- 
drieux, the Prefect of Police, is as great a 
reactiunnaire and anti-republican as the 
Count de Chambord himself, and retains his 
position only through strong personal influ­ 
ence ; in fact, he is one oi the threads 
which still holds the Republic to the re­ 
mains of the Empire, and which the Re­ 
public has not yet hail the courage to sever. 
Since the attem pt in Russia to blow up the 
Imperial train, it was whispered in the ears 
of Mr. Andrieux that one of the members 
of these dangerous Nihilists promenaded 
the streets of Paris in broad daylight as 
audaciously as all good and faithful subjects 
who would fight for their King instead of 
assassinating him, th at is, if they had one. 
A t the same time ambition whispered in 
Mr. Andrieux's ear that if he arrested this 
Nihilist and handed him over to the Em­ 
peror of Russia as a present for a little 
supper of revenge, that the Emperor in, 
gratitude would decorate him with the 
Order of Saint W ladimir, 
and which 
would permit him to take 


A STEP HIGHER 
Towards those gods he is so ready to 
worship. 
Consequently Hartmann, the 
Nihilist, supposed to have been guilty of 
the terrible crime, was arre3ted and hustled 
off to prison by order of the Prefect of Po­ 
lice, who did not think it worth while on 


this occasion to consult the Government. 
The contest has been long and exciting, for 
the Russian Embassador at Paris, in the 
name of the Emperor, demanded Hart­ 
mann. 
The anti-republican journals all 
demonstrated the necessity of delivering 
him up, giving as a reason the probability 
of war with Russia, and if not with Russia 
with Germany, who is only waiting an op­ 
portunity to fall upon France like a great 
bear to eat her up. 
They all have an idea 
that because France is a republic she has 
donned the skin of a lamb aud presents a 
tempting morsel to all their neighbors, who 
are nothing better than hungry wolves. 
The republican papers have come forward 
aud fought bravely for the honor of their 
country. 
They combatted on moral aud 
legislative grounds, stating that there 
was no treaty of extradition between 
Russia and France, and that that which 
small but brave 
Switzerland had the 
courage to do, they also would do, aud 
even did they run the risk of war they 
would have preserved their national honor. 
Rochefort insisted that Mr. Andrieux had 
become insane and supposed himself in 
Russia, aud that he consequently had the 
right to collar and thrust into prison all 
those who appeared or did not appear 
suspect. 
That his hallucination went so 
far as to take Mr. Grevy, the President, 
for the Czar, and Gambetta for the Czaro- 
witch ; that he called himself Andriensky, 
the Seine, the Neva, and the Place de la 
Concord New- ky. 
Thus by protestations 
and ridicule the Government found itself 
obliged to refuse to the Russian Embassa­ 
dor the person of Hartmann the Nihilist. 
They did it however with a poor grace to 
their generous principles, giving their rea­ 
sons that sufficient proof had not been 
furnished to prove the culpability of Hart­ 
mann, which wa3 equivalent to stating that 
had they been produced they would have 
found themselves forced to yield. 
AH 
that is not much to the honor of the Min­ 
isters, but the important thing is that 
Hartmann was not delivered and the honor 
of France has been saved. 


THE NIHILIST WAS SET AT LIBERTY, 
And, without any special order from the 
Government to leave the country, he was 
given to understand that his absence would 
cause emotions of pleasure, so he imme­ 
diately crossed the froutier into Belgium 
or Switzerland. 
Alexander Dumas fils’ new book, “ La 
Question du Divorce,” is not at all a novel, 
as wa3 supposed it would be, when it was 
known he was preparing a work for publi­ 
cation.

prove a clear mind to comprehend, although 
devoid of depth for conception. 
lie has 
ventured one original argument in regard 
to women. Who is devoid of originality and 
depth to attack other subjects does not 
fall upon poor woman as though they 
could say what they pleased, and no one 
would contradict them. 
He says that all 
the physiological metamorphoses of women 
tend to one object; that is, love. 
She will 
be loved and she will love above all. 
Her 
dream, her object, her ideal, her function, 
her worship, her country, her genius, her 
conscience—love, always love, nothing but 
love.

CAUSES OF ILL HEALTH AMONG WOKEN. 


Miss Anita E. Tyng, M. I)., of Provi­ 
dence, contributes a paper on “ The Causes 
of Ill-Health among Women” to the an­ 
nual report of the Rhode Island ¡State 
Board oi Health, which deserves republi­ 
cation as a sanitary tract. 
She places ig­ 
norance as among the chief of these evil 
causes, and suggests that one remedy lies 
in the dissemination of proper knowledge 
by sanitary authorities. 
Instruction is 
needed in the duties of motherhood and in 
scientific cooking, especially the preparing 
of projitr nourishment for the sick. 
She 
thinks there is room for the better organi­ 
zation of household labor, and that if we 
had women architects much improvement 
might follow in the arrangement of houses. 
If the masses were properly taught to 
abandon their 
“ half-starving diet” of 
bread and tea, and excessive use of patent 
tonic medicine?, much good would result. 
She quotes authorities tor prove that as a 
rule- people are under-fed, and that the use 
of stimulants and the consequent physical 
and mural degradation, can and should be 
prevented. 
It is easy, she remarks, to be 
a good Christian if one has a sound spine 
and a sound stomach ; so it is easy, if one 
has a sound stomach well supplied, to re­ 
resist the temptations of liquor and to re­ 
frain from crime. 
It is said that insanity 
is on the increase, especially among the ig­ 
norant classes, and that only ten per cent, 
are cured, yet Dr. Tyng cites numerous »u 
thorities to show that mental disease may 
be greatly diminished by a more rigid ob­ 
servance of the laws of health and nature. 
The delicate subjects of abortion and the 
social evil are discussed by Dr. Tyng in a 
practical manner, aud her suggestions are 
pertinent. 
Popular eulighteument, she 
thinks, will lessen both of these evils. 
A 
change of tone in public opinion is needed. 
Delicacy must not be confounded with re­ 
finement, nor thinness and «paleness ad­ 
mired for beauty. 
Sickness should be con­ 
sidered as allied with sin. 
Finally, women 
must be taught to help themselves in these 
matters. 
We trust these wise suggestions 
will find many readers.—[The Plumber and 
Sanitary Engineer. 


S e a - S ic k n e s s .— N itrate of amyl, in five- 
drop doses, is said to exert a favorable in­ 
fluence in sea-sickness. 
But this must de­ 
pend, necessarily, on certain conditions of 
the system. 
Of the various theories about 
sea-sickness, one is that it is owing to the 
food tossing about in the stomach, and 
teasing it and the diaphragm with its jacti­ 
tations, nausea and vomiting being the 
natural consequence ; another theory is 
th at the stomach has no such relation to 
the malady, its cause, in fact, being a con­ 
gestion of the brain and cord, which acts 
in a reflex manner on the stomach. 
A 
more reasonable theory is th at most cases 
are due, in some degree, to each of the 
foregoing, and therefore that with a loaded 
stomach and congested liver but little can 
be expected from am y l; whereas, in cases 
more purely nervous, especially as are seen 
in women, the nitrate of amyl offers a very 
fairly successful remedy—one that warrants 
much more variqd and extensive trial than 
it has hitherto received.

PENS. 


The earliest pens, such as were nsel for 
writingVin papyrus with a fluid ink, were 
made of reeds. 
Reed pens are s’ill in use 
iu Arabia, as they suit tfco Arabic charac­ 
ter better than quill pens. 
These reeds 
are collected near the shores of the Persian 
Gulf, whence they are sent to various parts 
of the East. 
Quill pens are chiefly sup­ 
plied by the goose, swan and crow—the 
ostrich, turkey, aud other birds occasion­ 
ally contributing. 
Crow quills are usually 
employed in line drawing», on account of 
the fine paint to which they can be brought. 
Goose quills are employed for ordinary 
writing; but swan and turkey quills, being 
larger, are preferable for copying. 
'J’wo 
principal sorts of quills era known in com­ 
merce—viz., Dutch quills, which are trans­ 
parent and glass-like; and Hamburg quills, 
wiiich are milk-white and clouded. 
] lutch 
quills are much esteemed; the Dutch were 
the first to find out the art of preparing 
quills for market, by remo\*i.' the oil that 
impregnates them, and prevents the ink 
from flowing freely along the pen. 
Quills 
are obtained in the greatest quantities 
from the countries along the Baltic; Ham­ 
burg is still the principal place for prepar­ 
ing and exporting them. 
Next to the 
Hamburg and Dutch quills, those of Riga 
are much liked, especially iu England and 
Scotland. 
The manufacture of steel pens 
does not appear to have diminished the de­ 
mand for quills. In 1855 Britain imported, 
independently of home supply, 20,500,000 
goose an-l swan quiffs. 
The quills used 
are the live outer feathers of the wing, 
which are classified according to the order 
in which they are fixed in the wing, the 
second and third being the besf. 
With 
proper management, a goose may afford 
twenty quills during the j ear. 
In the fens 
of Lincolnshire, geese are kept in large 
numbers. 
During the breeding season 
they are lodged around the owner’s house. 
A goose-hcrd, it is said, can distinguish 
every goose in the flock by the tones of its 
voice.
